Residence of Prince Ludwig of Ba* 
va .’is Is Grand Court But Withal 
la a Very Sad and Lone­ 
ly Place. 


Berlin —-Neuschwanstem is a dream 
tale, a fairy tale castle of the most 
faultless kind, the only thing lack­ 
ing la the memories of the beautiful 
princess, the knights and ladles and 
the court fool, for no one ever lived 
here but a lonely, sad prince, Ludwig 
ll. of Bavaria, called the Mad King. 
Although h** was so lonely, he loved 
solitude and it was very seldom that 
he ever had guests and then they 
were mostly in«*n, for Ludwig hated 
all women except two, one his cousin, 
Elizabeth of Austria, who was shot 
Id Geneva a number of years ago, and 
the other was Marie Antoinette, to 
whose memory Ludwig was devoted. 
We left Munioh early in the morn­ 
ing and we arrived at Fusnen at noon. 
The distance was not great, but the 
train go* s in a circle instead of on 
a dirert line 
It was a wonderful ride 
and all the way along we saw the 
Bavarian Alps sometimes on one side 
of the car window and sometimes on 
the other, for they switched about 
like magic.

were woven Into the most intricate 
patterns, on the ceiling, on the drap­ 
eries. and carved on the chairs.

POE’S LITTLE WHITE COTTAGE 


Recent Removal o f House in Which 
“The Raven” W as Written 
Aroused Criticism. 


New York.—The recent removal o f 
the little white cottage In which Ed­ 
gar Allan 
Poe wrote “The Raven” 
aroused great interest, and In many 
Instances strong criticism on the part 
of adm irers of America’s poet and Ac­ 
tionist. 
The cottage stood on 
th e 
Kingsbridgo road in the borough of 
the Bronx and was removed from tho 
original site to a new foundation pre­ 
pared for it in Poe Park at One H un­ 
dred and Ninety-fourth 
street 
and 
Valentino avenue, distant about two 
blocks 
T he park covers two blocks 
and the cottage was placed at tho 
northern end, preserving in all th o 


the rural to th e urban districts. 
We 
may preach and paint pretty pictures 
of farm life as much as we please, but 
that will not ehange conditions.” 
‘ Why is meat high, we are asked,” 
said Dr. Galloway. 
“Tile answ er la I 
sim ple; 
“ Beef making anim als are 
scarce. The changes in conditions in 
this cosHitry have been so great and 
so rapid that we have not been able 
to meet the new demands. It requires 
time to adjust ourselves to the new j 
conditions. 
T he cattle range of the j 
w ed is gone, and the smnll farm er 
has not yet turned to growing beef 
cows. The beef oaten in this country 
must eonio from alima I or be grown 
(in th e small farm. 
"T he work of tho departm ent of ag 
rlculture is to point out the way. The 
southern sta te s are turning to cattle 
slowly 
The 
eastern farm er should 
^row beef (a ttle for the local m arkets. 
Tho business ought to develop here as 
it has done in D enm ark.” 
The bureau of latter statistics of the 
departm ent of labor is making an In­ 
vestigation of the retail prices and the 
cost of living. T he last Gullet in issued 
shows a gradual increase In the prices 
of the principal articles of food. 
"Comparing i rices un April 15. 1913, 
with prices on April 15, 1912, eleven 
articles advanced and four declined in 
price,” the rejw>rt says. “ Potatoes, sil­ 
ver, pour and cornm eal declined, and 
the change was 47, 16.8, 4.1 and 16 
per cent, respectively. The per cent 
advance for th** eleven articles which 
ti rinse! In price varied from 0.4 per 
1 u t for eggs to 19 per cent fur round 
steak. Seven out of the fifteen Articles 
advanced more than IO per cent.”
